Moon to the house and shot them 
dead with a .30 caliber rifle as 
j they walked in. Penter also 
'' called his father-in-law, W. J. 


Byrd, to the house, but Byrd 
brought two Trumann police- 
men. 


The officers sat in the car 


while Byrd went to the house. 
He opened the door, saw the 
bodies, heard-the click of the 
safety catch on the rifle and ran. 
A few minutes later, right after 
midnight, Penter ended the two- 
| hour killing spree by putting a 


.22 caliber pistol under his chin 
and ended his life. 


Officers found a note scrib- 


bled in green crayon on the 
kitchen table, but Holmes said 
it was incoherent. 


The policemen, Herman Tal- 


ley and Luther Taylor, radioed 
for police Chief Edgar Sullihs 
and State Trooper Buren Jack- 
son. By the time they arrived 
$ and stormed the house, Penter 


was dead.

town Dallas. Newsmen said the 
shot that hit him was fired 
about 12:30. p.m, (CST). A hos- 
pital announcement said he died 
at approximately 1 p.m. of a 
bullet, wound in the head. 


Automatically, the mantle of 


the presidency fell to Vice Pres- 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson, a na- 
tive Texan who had been riding 
two cars behind the chief exec- 
utive.

Wheat Deal 
Hearings to 
End Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate Banking Committee ex- 
pects to wind up late today its 
hearings on the sale of surplus 
U.S. wheat and other goods to 
Soviet Russia and its commu- 
nist satellites. 


Working under a deadline im- 


posed by the Senate, the com- 
mittee must report back Mon- 
day on a bill by Sen. Karl E. 
Mundt. R-S.D., to prevent any 
federal agency from financing 
such trade. 


The nub of the controversy is 


an effort to sell some 150 mil- 
lion bushels of surplus U.S. 
wheat to the Soviet bloc. 


Chairman A. Willis Robertson, 


D-Va,, expects the bill to win 
committee approval by a bare 
maiority. 


But whether the committee 


approves or refects the bill it 
must RO beak to the Senate for 
an indicated floor fight, starting 
next Tuesday or soon thereaft- 
er. 


Mundt testified he was not 


trying to block the wheat sale, 
but merely insisting that the 
government's export - import 
bank or other agencies take no 
part in it. 


Grain exporters and big pri- 


vate banks should handle all the 
risks, Mundt argued. He drew 
strong support from several of 
the banking committee mem- 
bers. 


Secretary of the Treasury 


Douglas Pillion, Undersecretary 
of State George W. Ball and 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark., chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations 
Committee, 


have testified that the United 
State would benefit from the 
grain deals. 


Supporting 
President Ken- 
nedy's approval of the surplus 
wheat sale, they contended that 
the deal will collapse unless the 
export-import bank provides the 
usual underwriting of the multi- 
million sales. 


Mundt first offered his financ- 


ing ban as an amendment to the 
controversial foreign aid bill. 
An effort to kill it failed by a 
IMO vote. 


Under a compromise agree- 


ment, the bill was sent to the 
Banking Committee for separ- 
ate hearings with instructions to 
have it back for Senate action 
by noon Monday.

Thirty-two per- 
sons were arrested Saturday. 


Stratton said Helena police 


Would set Jordan's bond at $750 
on charges of disturbing the 
peace, refusing to leave a place 
of business at the request of the 
owner and under a city code of 
breaching the peace. 


George Miller, a Negro, own- 


er of a movie house at Helena, 
and Frank Jordan, a Negro, a 
H e l e n a undertaker, carried 
funds to the police department 
Wednesday night to pay fines for 
15) Helena Negroes, who were 
then released. 


Still in jail are William Han- 


sen, 24, of Pine Bluff, a white 
man, and John Bradford, 22, of 
Mound Bayou, Miss., a Negro. 
Both are SNCC field secretaries. 


Hansen and Bradford were 


convicted in municipal court 
Wednesday of violating the law 
by urging Negroes to conduct 
sit-in demonstrations at a Hel- 
ena drug store and cafeteria. 


George Howard Jr. of Pine 


Bluff, a Negro attorney and 
president of the state branch of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, said the convictions would 
be appealed to circuit court. Ap- 
peal bonds were set at $750 
each. 


Miller said the money used to 


pay fines of the demonstrators 
from Helena was contributed by 
"the people of Helena."

State School 
Millage Up 
One Mill 


By JOHN R. STARR 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Arkan- 


sas increased its average school 
millage by exactly one mill to 
a new high of 38.57 mills in the 
September school election. 


It was the fourth straight year 


in which the average millage 
figure lias shown an increase, 
starting with a 35.52 average in 
1960. 


The average was compiled by 


H. Z. Snellj budget director for 
the Education Department from 
reports submitted by the state's 
415 School districts. 


Snell said 323 districts voted 


the same millage as last year, 
80 approved an increase, and 12 
proposed an increase which was 
defeated at the polls. 


For the first time, Sncll said, 


no district proposed a reduction 
of millage in the last election 


An earlier report showed that 


Tyronza in Poinsett County and 
Dyess in Mississippi County 
have the highest millage, Each 
will collect 52 mills next year, 
Tyronza increasing from 4!) and 
Dyess from 45. 


Parkdale in Ashley County, 


Fourche Valley in Yell County 
and the Fulton County District 
voted minimum 18 mills set by 
the state constitution. 


Snell said the fact that in- 


creases were approved in 80 of 
92 districts proposing them in- 
dicated that school patrons gen- 
erally are willing to give fi- 
nancial backing to their school 
boards. 


Snell's figures show that the 


average millage has increased 
14.17 mills since 1049 when the 
state effected a major consoli- 
dation of schools. 


Starling in 1949, the average 


millage 
increased 
for eight 


straight years to 37.25 in 1957. 
Then it dropped for two years 
as school districts began to reap 
financial 
benefits 
from 
in- 


creased state aid provided by a 
1957 tax boost. 


The average dropped to 36.07 


in 1958 and dropped again to 
34.68 in 1959 before beginning a
